Afraid of Secret Evasion. 

The situation in the house is different. 
Representative Watson of Indiana, the Re- 
publican Whip, made a canvass of his col- 
leagues this afternoon to ascertain the pre- 
vailing sentiment towards the measure to 
remove Senator Knox's disability, and his 
conclusion was that there was a widespread

It was said today that in addition to Chair- 
man Jenkins, two Republican members of 
the committee were opposed to the bill 
With six Democrats and three Republicaris 
opposed to the bill the committee would be 
divided evenly and thus bring about a dead- 
lock on the proposition.

Morrill Case a Precedent. 

A search for precedents in the Knox case 
resulted tonight in unearthing an incident 
in government affairs back In the seventies 
which gives the predicament of Senator 
Knox a better aspect than it has borne since 
the question wae raised againet him. 

It appeare that Lot M. Morrill, United 
States senator from Maine, resigned from the 
senate and enter ed President Grant's cabinet 
under exactly the eame circumstances as will 
surround Senator Knox if he enters the cabi- 
net on a reduced salary. 

The salaries of the cabinet officers were 
raised and reduced during the time Senator 
Morrill was in the senate, He resigned, was 
appointed secretary of the treasury, and 
served as such for several months without 
any question ever being raised. 

It is pointed out that if the house follows 
the course laid out by the senate today in 
reducing the salary of the office of secretary 
of state to its old amount and Senator Knox 
receives his appointment under those con- 
ditions the course of Senator Morrill will be 
followed exactly. 

Certain senators and representatives who 
saw this precedent tonight asserted that it 
cleare the Knox situation absolutely, and not 
the slightest doubt as to the legality of his 
appointment can. be raised if precedents are 
to be recognized at all. 

Taft Learns of Situation. 

Mr. Taft at New Orleans was apprised of 
the situation and also Senator Knox tele- 
graphed his views to the president elect. That 
Mr. Taft was disturbed over the situation last 
night was admitted today, but when he re- 
ceived the news of the disposition of congress 
to amend the cabinet salary law by making 
the pay of the secretary of state what it was 
before the recent increase. he was- in- 
clined to take this as a happy solution of 
the difficulty. Pending a conference on the 
matter, which will take place between Mr.

Mr. Taft expressed these conclusions on the

ent two centuries, and I am glad to say to 
you, who perhaps are more interested In that 
work than any other part of the people of 
the United States, that the work is going on 
as you would have it go on. That on the 
first of January. 1015, at latest, if not before— 
and I am much interested in having it within 
the next four years—that canal will be com- 
pleted. 

„% and when that time comes you will see 
loading down this river your great commerce 
bound through those straits to the west coast 
of America, to the west coast of South Amer- 
ica, to the orient, and to Australia. 


Engineers Say Work Is Good. 

“ The board of engineers that accompanied 
me have examined the whole work, and they 
say it is good; that it shall go on as it has 
gone on: that the organization on the isth- 
mus, the American push. and the good feeling 
that is there commends itself to them as men 
who understand great works of that class, 
and convinces them that the canal is now an 
immediate prospect.’’ 

Mr. Taft reached New Orleans at 8 o'clock 
this afternoon. His entry into the city was 
picturesque and thrilling. He came up the 
hundred miles of the Mississippi from its 
mouth on the scout cruiser Birmingham, at 
the rate of nearly thirty. miles an hour, break- 
ing all records. 

All the shipping in the river had on gala 
dress, and as far as a dosen miles below the 
city the big, muddy stream was alive with 
tugs and stern-wheelers having aboard 
crowds of shouting citizens. The concert of 
steam whistles, brass bands, and banks lined 
with saluting enthusiasts added to the scene. 


Keeps Pace with City Boats. 

A big sternwheeler carried the local re- 
ception committee eight miles below the city, 
which, with a dozen tugs and other passen- 
gor steamers, hovered around the sleek cruis- 
er, with ite war paint, as it slowed down and 
struck a seven — pace to keep in com- 
pany. 

From the fiying 8 Mr. Taft was kept 
busy waving his cap and answering saluta- 
tions, while Mrs. Taft, on the quarterdeck, 
enjoyed the excitement. A big red barge, 
No, 23, was brought alongside in midstream 
at the foot of Canal street, over which the 
party boarded the reception committee's 
eteamer, from which e landing was made. 

A parade of citizens had been waiting an 
hour, and the distinguished guest was at 
once placed at its head in a carriage drawn 
by four horses, and the line of march, which 
covered nearly five miles, was taken up. 

After his speech to a gathering of thou- 
sands before the city hall Mr. Taft reviewed 
the parade from the samé place. He was 
then conveyed to the Hotel Grunewald, where 
he is to be entertained during his stay in 
the city. He wil stay here until Saturday. 


Honored by Monarchs of Ball.

THREE SHOT AT GARY; IND.; 
ONE DEAD, ONE FATALLY HURT 


Quarrel Over Price of Beer Leads to a 
Tragedy—Policeman Fires in Self- 
Defense After Being Attacked. 


Three men were shot last night at Gary, 
Ind., two of-them fatally. 

At 7:30 o'clock Michael Cigaritz, a Servian 
boarding house keeper, attempted to collect 
money for beer which he had sold to Daniel 
Voconavich and Joseph Cigarits, his brother. 
TrouBle followed over the amount to be paid 
and Michael Cigaritz drew a revolver and 
shot Voconavich in the abdomen. Going back 
to his shack Cigaritz secured a Winchester 
rifle and returned. He then shot his brother 
in the groin and in turn was struck over the 
héad with a chair, but escaped. 

Chief of Police Joseph Martin and other 
policemen are searching for him at an early 
hour this morning. 

Both wounded men were taken to the Gary 
hospital. Vocanavich will die. It is thought 
Joseph Cigaritz will recover. 

Shortly before midnight while Policeman 
William Marquardt was attempting to stop a 
disturbance at Fourteenth street and Broad- 
way two men sprang on him and threw him 
to the ground. They succeeded in getting 
his club and struck him several times over 
the head. He drew his revolver and shot 
Charles Fisher twice, once through the ab- 
domen, and the other man through the arm. 
The unidentified man escaped. 

Fisher was taken to the Gary hospital, 
where he died a short time later.

the sum to be drawn from the citizens of 
Chicago in twelve hours as Mrs, Field heard 
undismayed, would have to be something 
like $3,000,000, if it supplied the needs of the 
city during the year. 

| Who Will Be Tagged? . 

Just who the taggers and who the tagged 
would be is yet undetermined, and also the 
districts of operation. Mrs. Fieid is now 
busy getting reports from all of the charity 
organizations, stating the amount of their 
expenditures for 4 year and telling whether 
they will give their codperation. A board 
made up of impartial judges is to distribute 
the funds, and each organization benefited 
will have to agree not to approach people for | 
money or give charity entertainments. 

One of the objects of this scheme is to do 
away with entertainmente of this kind. The 
trouble and the fatigue which the women 
giving them have endured is said by them 
to be great. It is also to do away with the 
practice among charity eolicitors of selling 
boxes and asking for subscriptions to all 
sorts of charities at all sorts of times Peo. 
ple of wealth describe as unbelievable the 
annoyance endured from this practice. 
Sometimes a woman gives a dinner party 
to her unsuspecting friends, and, with her 
guests in her house, asks them to buy boxes 
to her favorite entertainment for charity. 
Solicitors for alms long since have been ex- 
cluded from most of the more fashionable 
clubs. 

Might End Uneven Benefits. 

The plan, from the standpoint of the insti- 
tutions benefited, meets with approval in one 
particular. It has been said that funds have 
not always gone to the institutions needing 
them. For instance, the year of the “ Streets 
of Paris, the poorer classes of the city, the 
heads of several charity organizations have 
said, suffered terribly because people of 
wealth poured into this one éntertainment 
all of the sums they had set aside for chari- 
ties during the year, and the mohey went, 
they said, to one of the wealthiest hospitals 
in the city.

Martyr Called Superior of Napoleon 
and Bismarck.

Springfield. IM., Feb. 11.—{Spétial.j—Iii- 
nols ofrered its tribute to Abraham Lincoln 
today. The state which gave him to the 
nation In a memorable and historical gather- 
ing ot its officials, its judiciary, and ite law- 
mekers. and hundreds of its best known citt- 
zens, solemnly celebrated the Lincoln cen~” 
tenary. 

The general assembly, in session in the hail 
of representatives, furnished the setting for 
the scene and the p am of exercises. Gov. 
Deneen and all of the state officers were 
n behind the rostrum ot the speaker. 


Joint Assembly for Event.. 

The joint assembly of the senate. and the 
house had been convened by joint resolution 
for the event and for the distinct purpose of 
appropriately marking the centenary. The 
full membership of the senate crossed the 
rotunda of the capitol and occupied the seats 
in the front of the hall. The representatives 
ranged tier by tier behind them. Gov. De- 
neen sat at the right hand of Speaker Shurt- 
left. Lieut. Gov. Oglesby was at his left. 

Pending the hour set for the joint session, 
10:30, an orchestra ‘pinyed patric 10 airs, 
“Yankee Doodle” and Die being 
among them. Gov. Deneen was to be tue 
first speaker. Speaker Shurtieff had just in- 
troduced the executive. when the Supreme 
court was announced by the doorkeeper. 

The justices had been having appropriate 
exercises in the Supreme court building and 
it had been thought they would not be present 


and came ngly down the main aisle and 
were assigned seats upon the rostrum. Gov. 
Deneen spake from manuscript. 


Governor’s Tribute to Lincoln. 

„During Lincoln's lifetime, said the gov- 
ernor, the slave, scorned and forsaken, was 
asking. the notion whether it would survive 
or perish. Lincoln, more than any other 
man. saw the import of the question and fore- 
saw the consequences of the response which 
the ‘nation would make. Lintoin stood for 
nationality. A ‘house divided nat itself 
could not stand. He expov this faith, 
not in congress but before the people. 

“In victory. and defeat, in hope and de- 
spair, through tour trighttul yeers of civil 
war, he guided our deatinies to peace, and 
made us à free and united nation. His life 
was ‘glosified in hie death. He fella 
martyr at the foot of mis finished work, the 
work upon which humanity forever will 
shower its tears and God his benediction. 
So we gather on the centennial of his birth 
to. take fresh inspiration from his life of 
service and ‘sacrifice if need be for the com- 
mon weal.” 

“Tilinois?’ was sung by a quartet, and 
then Representative William Tudor ApMadoc 
ot Chicago was recoghized to speak on Lin- 

coln, the Altruist.”’ 

“Lincoln lived and was a success,” said 
Representative ApMadoc, because he was 
an altruist. He did more for fundamental 
democracy than any other man in American 
history. Conscience, not results, guided him. 
The greatest conquest of Americanism was 
the production of Abraham Lincoln.“ 


Lincoln the Wild Flower. 

Senator Frank P. Schmitt of Chicago con- 
trested Lincoln and Washington after the 
quartet had sung My Old Kentucky Home 
and Representative Oliver Sollitt of Chicago 
had given the Gettysburg address. 

“Who would not wipe a single line from 
that sad, wrinkled face?“ said Senator 
Schmitt as he pointed to the life size portrait 
of Lincoln. A face which is a map, a chart 
of all his early struggles and of the deeper 
cares of hie after life. Washington was the | 
fair fruit of the culture of his day. Our Lin- 
coln was the flower that grew wild. How 
lofty he could be and yet how lowly and how 
generous!” 

Representative John O. Hruby of Chicago 
spoke of “Lincoln asa Seen by Other Na- 
tions.” 

In 1808 when Napoleon carried the tri- 
color of France across the {frozen snows of 
Siberia, he said, his battle ory was for 
the glory of France.’

--CABRIED INTO. ENGLEWOOD. 
Medical Society Holds First 
eeting of Branch for Advancement 
ot Campaign. 


Englewood physicians, assisted by charity 
workers from différent parts of the city, held 
a meetinx last evening in the Normal school 
hall, Znglewood, for the advancement of the 
city, campaign against tuberculosis. 

A. stereopticon lecture by Dr. Alexander 
M. Wilson, superintendent of the bureau of 
charities, was thé principal number on the 
program. Dr. Wilson long has been gather- 
ing statistics regarding tuberculosis and his 
figures show that the disease can be effective- 
ly cured when properly treated. 

His lecture dealt with the outdoor treat- 
ment and demonstrated that it was unneces- 
sary for a victim of the disease to go to the 
country or to a sanitarium. Many of his 
views were photographs of Chicago patients 
in their outdoor marks.“

against tuberculosis. The society plans to 
give noonday talks to industrial workers in 
the southwest part of the city.

natural modifications, due fe innate and 
external causes, is one of the certainties 
of modern science.”

Here it ig so misused as to be 
both unconstitutional and demoralizing. 
The attention of the chipt peace officer of 
the county is diverted from important 
duties and his ‘thoughts are centered on 
how much he will be able to make out of 
his jail. boarding house. Men seek the 
shrievalty and pay heavy campaign as- 
sessments not because of the salary of 
the office but because of the illegal per- 
quisites. 

If the county board had charge of the 


fed as now at less cost and no money 
would be made off their keep. Whether 
the general assembly will extend the au- 
thority. of the county board depends on 
the Cook county members. If they shall 
ask for such legislation they will get it. 
They will not ask for it if they are con- 
trolled by the local politicians. Those 
politicians do not wish to see the last 
“prize” among the county offices done 
away ‘with. The “ prizes” make it easier 
to finance campaigns, 

Failing legislative action nothing will 
be left but a popular demand that future 
candidates for the shrievalty shall pledge 
themselves not merely not to make any 
money out of the dieting of prisoners but 
to buy supplies through the purchasing 
agent of the county, and in that and 
other ways so conduct the business that 
it will be impossible for them to make 
money out of the prisoners without its 
being known.

MORE JUDGES! 

A dill has been introduced in the house 
of representatives to create eight addl- 
tional judgeships in the Circuit court of 
Cook county and four more for the Su- 
perior court. There are five bills for the 
judicial reapportionment outside of this 
county, carrying further additions to the 
state judiciary. 

Tue Trisune in a recent editorial 
called attention to certain facts which it 
takes liberty now to repeat. The facts are. 
these: The population of England and 
Wales at the last census was approxi- 
mately 32,000,000. The population of 
Illinois was 4,800,000. The legal estab- 
lishment of England and Wales employs 
thirty-four judges in the supreme court 
of judicature and fifty-eight county 
judges, whose jurisdiction covers that of 
our justices of the peace.

The creation of new offices is a duty 
which is always performed with zeal by 
legislators. The abolition of offices is a 
duty which finds the legislative spirit 
singularly cold, 

The people who pay the salaries re- 
verse this rule, and in the case, at least, 
ot these increases of our already ex- 
travagant, overloaded, and overcumber- 
some judicial establishment the people 
are right. 

Reform in our administration of jus- 
tice, through a reorganization of our 
courts and a simplification of our pro- 
cedure, is one of the needs of the state. 
That there is no direct and efficient de- 
mand for it from laymen in no degree 
negatives this fact. What is apparent 
arid important is that the public is hold- 
ing courts more and more in dfsesteem. 
It is the business of the bench and bar 
to devise proper amendment, to guide 
public opinion, and to direct legislation. 
It is a business they have neglécted tod 
long in this state. 

What is needed and what the taxpay- 
ers should demand is fewer judges, not 
more. And there would be no need for 
even the judges we have if the leaders of 
the bar would perform their plain ani 
urgent duty by formulating a reform of 
our present preposterous judicial estab- 
lishment.

Two weeks later Monghyr was re- 
Jieved. by the English troops, Lady Ulick 
Browne being among the few of the gallant 
survivorg of the siege. But not until many 
weeks afterwards were she and her husband 
able to ascertain what had become of their 
child and its purse, or to discover whether 
they had managed to get safely through the 
Sepoy lines around Monghyr and through 
the rebel infested country to safety or had 
perished in the attempt. 

Eventually, however, the ayah turned up 
with the little fellow, who is.now the earl of 
Altamont, elder brother of Lord Terence 
Browne, Lord Altamont is a soldier by pro- 
fession, served through the Afghan war, but 
has now retired from the army, maxing his 
home in Surrey, where he has a charming 
place at Haslemere, and devotes himself to 
travel and to yachting.

The Browne family first came into promi- 
nence when Queen Hlizabeth's sovereignty 
was asserted over Ireland and Jonn Browne, 
a lawyer, ts on record as having drawn up 
the articles of the. treaty, by the terms of 
which the chieftains and freeholders of Mayo 
agreed té accept English laws and tenures. 
So well did he do his work that by way of a 
reward he was appointed sheriff of Mayo, but 
was in course of time assassinated by the 
Burkes, then the deadly enemies of the 
Brownes, many matrimonial) alliances hav- 
ing, however, taken place since then be- 
tween the two houses. 

His great-grandson, Col. John Browne, was 
colonel in the army of James 11. and was 
taken prisoner at the siege of Derry, but 
managed to escape to Limerick, where, when 
the Stuart cause was finally lost, he drew up 
the terms ot the capitulation in lawyerlike 
style. He married a daughter of. Theobald, 
third Viscount Burke, and established him- 
self at Westport house, in County Mayo, 
which is still the home of the marquis of Sligo 
to this day. It was this Col. John Browne's 
grandson who became Lord Monteagle of 
Westport and earl of Altamont as a reward 
for political gervices and his grandson, the 
third earl of Altamont, was created marquis 
of Sligo on the occasion of the union in 1800.
